School  Report 


REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDING  SCHOOL  COM- 
MITTEE 
To  the  Citizens  of  Corinna: 

We  hereby  present  our  report  for  1914. 

We  have  tried  to  spend  the  money  raised  by  the 
town  as  judiciously  as  possible  and  trust  the  results 
will  be  satisfactory. 

The  repairs  done  are  as  follows : 

Upon  request  of  the  Superintendent  we  gave  him 
$25  of  the  repair  fund  to  purchase  blackboards.  We 
have  made  the  schoolrooms  warm,  neat  and  com- 
fortable. Nos.  1,  2,  3,  9  and  11  have  had  small  re- 
pairs. At  No.  4,  a  new  stove  and  new  stove  pipe.  No. 
15,  buildings  painted,  windows  repaired  and  shingles 
purchased  to  shingle  roof  of  house. 

At  No.  7,  the  buildings  were  painted  outside  and  the 
Primary  room  inside.  The  doors  have  been  repaired 
at  great  expense  several  times,  and  we  think  now 
they  will  stay.    A  new  chimney  was  also  built. 

No.  8.  buildings  were  painted  outside.  The  paint- 
ing although  seemingly  a  large  expense  was  necessary 
in  order  to  keep  the  buildings  up  in  shape. 

Buildings  in  No.  4,  should  be  painted  outside. 

New  seats  and  a  new  floor  are  needed  at  No.  2.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Superintending  School  Committee: 

Mr.  Chairman — I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual 
report  of  the  common  schools  of  Corinna.  I  also  have 
the  pleasure  of  submitting  a  report  of  the  Corinna 
Union  academy  from  Principal  Wade  L.  Grindle. 

An  observation  of  the  work  of  the  freshman  class 
at  the  academy  has  revealed  a  weakness  in  their  know- 
ledge of  English.  There  appears  a  failure  to  compre- 
hend the  simpler  rules  of  good  English,  its  grammatical 
construction  and  orthography.  An  effort  is  being 
made  to  strengthen  this  phase  of  the  work,  especially 
in  the  ninth  grade.  Special  emphasis  has  been  placed 
on  written  topical  outlines  in  history  at  the  blackboard 
in  place  of  the  usual  oral  recitation.  The  criticism  of 
the  grammatical  construction  of  this  work  by  both  class 
and  teacher  will  help  to  eliminate  many  of  the  mistakes 
commonly  made.  It  is  felt  that  the  weakness  manifest 
in  other  branches  will  be  materially  strengthened  by 
a  greater  proficiency  in  English. 

The  course  of  study  issued  by  the  State  has  been 
adopted  as  a  guide  to  the  work  of  the  grades.  With 
these  four  pamphlets  has  been  issued  a  fifth,  showing 
their  adaptation  to  the  texts  used  in  Corinna.  With 
the  exception  of  a  few  minor  details  it  is  felt  that  the 
work  of  the  grades  can  be  readilly  adapted  to  the 
State  course.  The  "Admission,  Discharge  and  Promo- 
tion" cards  approved  by  the  State  department  have 
also  been  introduced  so  that  in  time  it  will  be  possible 
to  secure  the  ful  school  record  of  each  pupil.  The 
"Progress"  cards  have  been  reissued  for  a  record  of 
the  progress  in  the  studies  of  the  different  grades. 

The  elimination  of  the  "no  school  bell"  has  already 
proved  an  excellent  change.  The  result  will  be  a 
larger  percentage  of  attendance  with  a  corresponding 
improvement  in  all  lines  of  school  work. 

The  Progressive  road  to  reading  has  been  introduced 
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during  the  year  with  favorable  results.  This  text 
furnishes  excellent  preparation  in  the  first  four  grades 
for  the  more  difficult  reading  of  the  Jones  reader.  A 
change  has  been  made  in  the  arithmetic,  the  Went- 
worth  Smith  Complete  taking  the  place  of  the  Went- 
worth  Practical.  The  primary  arithmetic  now  in  use 
is  worn  out  and  it  is  felt  that  a  new  text  conforming 
more  to  the  State  Course  should  be  adopted.  A  gen- 
eral dissatisfaction  prevails  regarding  the  speller  now 
in  use  and  it  is  proposed  to  secure  a  text  with  a  better 
gradation  of  words  for  the  various  grades. 

The  expression  of  a  desire  for  music  in  the  schools 
by  some  of  the  parents  helps  to  emphasize  the  need  of 
its  introduction  as  a  part  of  the  school  curriculum. 
Aside  from  its  vital  importance  to  the  moral  life  of  the 
child  and  its  future  social  enjoyment  it  has  come  to 
have  a  financial  value  not  to  be  over  looked  when 
endeavoring  to  equip  the  child  for  its  future  useful- 
ness. Girls  who  are  planning  to  teach  will  find 
themselves  handicapped  in  many  instances  if  not  fam- 
iliar with  at  least  the  rudiments  of  music.  The  nu- 
merous opportunities  for  young  men  of  musical  ability 
to  gain  a  livelihood  congenial  to  their  tastes  again  em- 
phasize the  need  of  its  introduction. 

In  the  eye  and  ear  tests  reported  for  this  year  it  is 
found  that  thirteen  per  cent  of  the  pupils  are  defective 
in  sight.  It  often  happens  that  the  notice  of  this  de- 
fect sent  by  the  teacher  to  the  parent  with  the  sug- 
gestion that  the  child  be  fitted  to  glasses  is  disregarded. 
As  a  result  the  child  often  incurs  serious  injury  to 
health  and  is  deficient  in  its  studies.  Better  results 
would  obtain  if  this  inspection  were  done  by  a  regular 
school  physician.  A  word  of  commendation  is  due  the 
rural  teacher  who  has  secured  dental  cream  for  her 
pupils  and  is  making  a  practical  application  of  the 
study  of  hygiene  by  teaching  them  the  proper  care  of 
the  teeth. 

In  order  to  keep  a  little  nearer  within  the  appro- 
priation the  school  year  has  been  shortened  during  the 
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fall  and  winter  terms.  Counting  the  union  school  on 
the  "Ridge",  Corinna  is  at  present  maintaining  twelve 
common  schools.  The  increase  in  the  number  of 
schools  and  also  in  the  salaries  of  teachers,  the  total 
being  at  the  present  time  one  hundred  twelve  dollars 
per  week,  have  considerably  enlarged  the  cost  of  main- 
tenance. Under  the  new  law  requiring  State  certifica- 
tion of  teachers,  who  must  meet  more  exacting  re- 
quirements, it  is  already  apparent  that  better  wages 
must  be  paid.  It  is  hoped  that  a  sufficient  appropria- 
tion to  maintain  the  schools  for  at  least  thirty  three 
weeks  will  be  raised. 

The  sum  of  $225  has  been  received  from  the  equal- 
ization fund  as  an  aid  to  the  maintenance  of  the  com- 
mon schools.  Of  this  amount  the  sum  of  $75  is  for 
the  purchase  of  permanent  equipment  for  the  rural 
schools,  with  the  proviso  that  the  town  appropriate 
enough  additional  to  provide  for  modern  furniture  in 
the  schools  which  require  it.  At  present  the  Dean- 
ville,  Bond,  Fisher,  Town  Farm  and  Bassett 
schools  are  equipped  with  the  old  style  plank  desks,  and 
seats.  Those  of  the  Town  farm,  Fisher  and  Bassett 
schools  are  in  a  fair  state  of  preservation  while  those 
of  the  Bond  and  Deanville  are  much  the  worse  for  wear. 
It  is  quite  essential  to  the  physical  welfare  of  the  chil- 
dren of  these  five  schools  that  this  furniture  be  discard- 
ed. It  would  require  about  one  hundred  desks  like 
those  now  in  use  at  the  village  schools  at  an  average 
cost  of  $1.70  f.  o.  b.  at  the  factory,  so  that  a  special 
appropriation  of  $125  with  the  $75  from  the  State 
would  be  sufficient  for  this  purpose.  I  hope  this  sug- 
gestion will  be  favorably  considered  at  the  town  meet- 
ing. 

The  activity  and  admirable  work  of  the  Parent- 
Teachers  Association  deserve  much  praise.  Though 
the  untiring  efforts  of  its  president  and  executive  com- 
mittee excellent  programs  have  been  given  at  the 
monthly  meetings.    Under  its  auspices  our  pupils, 
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teachers  and  parents,  as  well  as  our  State  Superintend- 
ent, have  made  valuable  contributions  toward  the  ad- 
vancement of  our  schools.  The  greater  ■  interest  and 
cooperation  of  the  parents  as  manifested  by  an  increas- 
ed visitation  of  the  schools  are  significant  of  the  prac- 
tical value  of  this  association. 

A  decided  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  infer- 
ior of  the  village  Primary  school.  I  would  suggest 
that  a  similar  work  be  done  in  the  other  rooms  of  the 
building.  The  building  with  its  new  coat  of  paint  pre- 
sents a  pleasing  appearance  to  the  passerby.  Better 
results  in  the  heating  of  this  building  could  be  secured 
if  a  cold  air  shaft  were  installed  in  the  furnace.  The 
circulation  of  pure  air  would  greatly  aid  the  ventilation 
of  the  rooms.  I  would  again  call  attention  to  the  un- 
sanitary toilet  conditions  of  this  school.  The  excellent 
devices  on  the  market  for  sanitary  toilet  systems 
in  localities  not  supplied  with  running  water 
present  a  remedy  for  these  defects.  The  toilet 
conditions  in  the  rural  schools  are  far  from  ideal 
especially  at  the  Deanviile,  Bassett,  Center  and  White 
schools.  These  needs  the  immediate  attention  of  the 
committee.  I  would  suggest  that  the  good  work  of 
painting  the  Deanviile  schoolhouse  be  extended  to  at 
least  the  Bond  and  Ridge  schoolhouses. 

In  closing  I  would  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
support  which  I  have  received  from  the  members  of 
the  School  Committee  and  add  a  word  of  commenda- 
tion for  the  faithfulness  of  the  teachers  to  their  allot- 
ted tasks. 


To  the  Superintendent:- — 

In  many  cases  where  secondary  school  privileges  are 
furnished  by  towns  through  contracts  made  with  the 
trustees  of  academies  within  the  town  or  in  an  adjoin- 
ing town  the  forms  of  contracts  and  authorization  of 
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the  same  have  not  fully  met  the  purpose  or  require- 
ments of  the  law. 

If  in  the  case  of  the  town  of  which  you  serve  as  su- 
perintendent it  is  proposed  to  furnish  secondary  school 
privileges  through  such  an  arrangement.  I  would  call 
your  attention  to  the  provisions  of  Section  Sixty-two 
of  Chapter  Fifteen  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  as  amend- 
ed. (Page  26 — School  Laws.)  This  section  requires 
that  action  shall  be  taken  by  the  town  from  year  to 
year.  It  requires  that  the  superintending  school  com- 
mittee shall  enter  into  contract  with  the  trustees  of 
the  academy. 

Such  a  contract,  to  meet  the  purpose  of  this  law, 
should  be  more  than  general  agreement.  It  should  in- 
dicate the  date  on  which  the  contract  was  entered  upon 
and  should  state  who  constitute  the  parties  of  each 
part.  It  should  refer  to  the  vote  whereby  the  town 
gave  the  committee  authority  to  act.  It  should  indi- 
cate the  amounts  to  be  paid  by  the  town,  whether  such 
amounts  include  sums  raised  by  taxation,  received 
from  local  funds  or  received  from  the  State  for  High 
school  purposes.  It  should  make  clear  the  time  and 
manner  of  payment.  It  should  specify  the  number 
of  weeks  for  which  school  privileges  are  to  be  furnish- 
ed and  should  specify  the  period  within  which  the  re- 
quired number  of  weeks  are  to  be  included. 

An  agreement  should  be  made  to  indicate  which 
party  should  furnish  textbooks  and  the  liability  of  the 
town  or  students  for  laboratory  or  other  fees  and  sup- 
plies. 

After  such  a  contract  has  been  made  the  superin- 
tending school  committee  shall  form  a  joint  committee 
with  an  equal  number  of  the  trustees  of  the  academy 
for  the  selection  of  teachers  and  the  arrangement  of  a 
course  of  study.  This  provision  however  does  noi. 
apply  when  the  academy  with  which  the  contract  is 
formed  has  an  endowment  of  more  than  ten  thousand 
dollars. 
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I  have  called  your  attention  to  this  matter  in  order 
that  all  conditions  may  be  understood,  particularly  hav- 
ing in  mind  the  advantage  of  such  an  understanding- 
prior  to  the  time  of  the  annual  town  meeting.  Claims 
for  State  aid  through  contract  relations  cannot  be  ap- 
proved unless  the  purpose  and  provisions  of  the  law  are 
clearly  met. 


To  W.  C.  McCue, 

Superintendent  of  Schools  of  town  of  Corinna; 
I  hereby  submit  a  report  of  the  progress  of  Corinna 
Union  Academy  for  the  brief  time  it  has  been  under  my 
supervision. 

The  Academy  opened  the  school  year  in  September 
with  an  entirely  new  force  of  instructors.  This  made 
it  difficult  at  the  start  as  it  takes  time  to  get  acquainted 
with  new  conditions  and  duties.  It  was  much  regret- 
ted that  one  of  the  assistants  was  obliged  to  give  up 
her  /position  temporarily  in  the  middle  of  the  year  on 
account  of  ill  health.  But  we  were  very  fortunate  in 
securing  a  capable  substitute  and  the  work  was  not 
broken  up  so  badly  as  it  otherwise  would  have  been. 
The  assistants  have  proved  themselves  to  be  hard- 
working and  competent  teachers.  Before  going  fur- 
ther I  wish  to  express  to  you  my  appreciation  for  all 
the  favors  you  have  shown  and  the  many  kindnesses 
you  have  performed  to  help  us  in  our  work.

Of  the  total  nine  are  non-residents  and  39  are  res- 
idents of  the  town  of  Corinna.  The  number  in  at- 
tendance at  the  present  time  is  40.  Of  the  nine  who 
have  left  only  one  case  was  compulsory.  The  entering 
class  of  last  fall  was  an  excellent  one  and  argues  well 
for  the  future  of  the  school.  Of  the  total  enrollment 
at  present  date  32  are  resident  students.  The  com- 
paratively few  boys  and  girls  of  this  town  who  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  educational  opportunities  of  today 
should  be  a  cause  of  sincere  regret  and  serious  thought- 
fulness  on  the  part  of  our  citizens. 

Attendance  while  not  perfect  has  been  tolerable  con- 
stant. Several  have  to  walk  a  long  distance  every 
morning  and  night  and  are  making  many  sacrifices  to 
brought  into  contact  with  other  schools  and  formed  a 
get  an  education.  There  have  been  too  many  cases  of 
tardiness  and  strange  as  it  may  seem  those  who  have 
the  farthest  to  go  are.  usually  on  time.  Written  ex- 
cuses have  been  required  whenever  thought  necessary. 
The  lessons  of  punctuality  and  strict  devotion  to  duty 
are  among  the  most  important  that  can  be  taught. 

ATHLETICS 

While  regular  school  work  should  neve;  be  neglected 
for  athletics,  yet  they  may  be  so  regulated  as  to 
strengthen  the  bond  of  attachment  for  the  school  and 
foster  a  school  spirit  that  is  most  desirable. 

An  athletic  association  was  formed  in  the  fall  term. 
It  is  planned  to  repair  the  tennis  courts  in  the  spring 
and  provide  more  and  better  facilities  for  this  popular 
game.  Athletic  games  that  are  limited  to  boys  can  be 
used  only  in  a  limited  measure.  Consequently  football 
and  baseball  have  been  neglected.  The  basketball 
team  played  a  schedule  of  6  games  but  they^  were  forced 
to  play  schools  much  larger  than  our  own.  While  the 
result  was  in  most  cases  defeat  yet  the  boys  were 
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wider  circle  of  acquaintanceship  that  should  prove  ben- 
eficial. 

LITERARY  WORK 
At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Stewart  Literary 
Society  was  organized,  having  as  its  object  the  pro- 
motion of  public  speaking,  debating  and  similar  work 
along  literary  and  musical  lines.  The  conscius 
knowledge  of  the  ability  to  think  on  one's  feet  and  ex- 
press that  thought  in  creditable  language  is  worth 
more  to  a  young  person  than  a  whole  year  of  Latin  or 
French  and  the  time  devoted  to  this  work  has  been  well 
spent.  The  student  body  showed  much  interest  in  the 
work  and  some  very  interesting  meetings  have  been 
held.  It  has  also  helped  to  create  an  interest  in  the 
school  on  the  part  of  the  parents. 

COOPERATION 
The  relations  between  the  faculty  and  advisory 
force  has  been  most  pleasant.  The  school  authorities 
have  shown  a  keen  interest  in  the  school  and  have  been 
ready  to  stand  behind  the  teaching  force  in  any  position 
we  have  taken  for  the  best  interests  *of  the  institution 
The  school  board  and  part  of  the  Trustees  have  person- 
ally visited  the  school  and  all  have  been  ready  to  do 
anything  in  their  power  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the 
work. 

Aside  from  school  authorities,  there  have  been  47 
visitors  and  the  relations  between  the  teachers  and  par- 
ents have  been  most  pleasantly  free  from  disagreeable 
differances.  Cooperation  between  parents  and  teach- 
ers is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  best  work  and  visit- 
ors are  always  welcome.  It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to 
state  that  the  citizens  of  Corinna  have  for  the  most 
part  entended  their  sympathy  and  shown  a  spirit  of 
willingness  to  help  the  young  people  who  are  working 
to  secure  an  education.  The  trustees  of  the  Library 
and  the  librarian  have  e  en  ied  many  courtesies  to  the 
school  and  have  been  very  res  iy  to  help  us  in  every  way 
possible. 
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COURSE  OF  STUDY 
Very  few  changes  have  been  made  in  the  course  of 
study.  A  general  science  course  has  been  added,  deal- 
ing with  that  subject  in  a  very  elementary  way  and  will, 
I  beleive,  prove  very  beneficial.  It  has  seemed  best  to 
discontinue  the  course  in  Agriculture  owing  to  a  lack 
of  facilities  to  do  work  along  that  line.  Work  in  dec- 
lamation has  been  carried  on  in  connection  with  the  lit- 
erary society.  Spelling  has  been  required  daily  of  the 
whole  school.  Junior  and  Senior  English  classes  have 
been  combined  and  special  emphasis  laid  upon  composi- 
tion work. 

NEW  BUILDING 
I  cannot  close  this  report  without  a  brief  plea  for  a 
new  building.  Certainly  nothing  need  be  said  to  any 
citizen  interested  in  education  to  convince  him  that 
Corinna  Union  Academy  can  never  sucessfully  compete 
with  other  fitting  schools  until  she  has  a  new  home. 
The  present  building  is  64  years  old  and  what  was  the 
very  best  two  generations  ago  is  as  far  below  the  pres- 
ent standard  in  educational  work  as  is  any  other  line  of 
work.  Conditions  are  constantly  changing  and  this 
institution  must  keep  march  with  the  pace  or  cease  to 
be  an  agency  for  the  world  progress.  Our  present 
building,  while  it  has  done  noble  service  in  the  past,  is 
absolutely  inadequate  to  meet  the  educational  needs  of 
Corinna  today.  The  assembly  room  is  small  and  crowd- 
ed. The  extremely  narrow  aisles,  the  single  exit  and 
the  single,  winding  stairway  renders  quiet  passing  and 
good  order  impossible.  The  air  space  is  so  limited  that 
before  school  has  been  in  session  twenty  minutes  the 
air  is  unfit  for  breathing.  The  defect  is  augmented  by 
the  fact  that  there  is  no  system  whatever  of  ventila- 
ting the  room.  The  lighting  arrangement  violates 
every  principal  of  modern  school  architecture.-  Sani- 
tary conditions  exist  that  were  tolerated  a  generation 
ago  only  because  none  better  were  possible.  Sufficient 
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room  for  blackboards  and  wall  maps  is  lacking.  Pleas- 
ant and  cheerful  environment,  which  means  so  much 
in  educational  work,  are  impossible.  Modern  courses 
in  Manual  training,  Domestic  science,  Business  branch- 
es cannot  be  offered  while  the  laboratory  facilities  for 
scientific  work  are  second  rate  to  say  the  most.  Par- 
ents seeking  the  best  for  their  children  will  not  choose 
these  conditions  as  long  as  better  ones  are  at  hand. 
The  strongest  proof  that  we  cannot  even  hold  our  own 
in  educational  competition  is  found  in  the  fact  that  we 
are  not  doing  it. 

Corinna,  beautifully  and  centrally  located  as  it  is. 
free  from  demoralizing  influences,  easy  of  access,  hav- 
ing a  beautiful  campus,  and  possessing  one  of  the  best 
libraries  possible  for  the  school  work,  should  be  an  ed- 
ucational center  today  as  it  has  been  in  the  past.  Yet 
we  have  a  student  body  certainly  not  half  of  what  it 
could  be,  our  non-resident  students  number  less  than  a 
dozen  and  some  of  our  students  are  attending  school 
out  of  town.  Our  school  has  .a  noble  past  and  we 
are  proud  of  her  long  list  of  graduates  who  are  filling 
useful  and  honorable  positions  in  the  world,  but  no  one 
is  going  to  attend  Corinna  Union  Academy  in  the  fu- 
ture because  of  what  she  has  been  in  the  past.  Good 
schools  are  not  cheap.  This  town  has  never  been 
obliged  to  expend  a  cent  for  a  High  school  building 
and  ought  to  be  willing  at  some  time  in  the  near  future 
to  make  a  beginning  of  a  fund  for  a  new  High  school 
building. 

CONCLUSION 
The  year  has  been  marked  by  steady  progress  and 
substantia!  achievevment  characterized  by  cooperation 
between  the  faculty  and  student  body.  The  school  has 
been  free  from  disturbing  elements  and  harmony  has 
followed  the  work  in  all  departments.  Most  of  the 
students  have  arrived  at  that  period  where  they  take 
education  as  a  serious  proposition  and  are  making 
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sacrifices  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  offered. 
Over  60%  are  planning  to  enter  higher  institutions 
later  on.  They  are  a  splendid  body  of  young  people 
and  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  them.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  make  all 
taxes  due  the  town  of  Corinna  for  the  year  ensuing, 
payable  to  the  collector  as  follows :  All  poll  taxes  to  be 
paid  on  demand,  all  other  taxes  to  be  paid  as  follows :  25 
per  cent  to  be  paid  on  or  before  June  first,  1915 ;  25  per 
cent  to  be  paid  on  or  before  September  first,  1915;  25 
per  cent  to  be  paid  on  or  before  November  first,  1915 ;
